Of the first six 
public roada authorized to be built, 
three of them r«n to Salt Creek, one 
to Chillicotho, the old state capital, 
one to West Union, tho old county 
•Mt, and the other to Oallrpolis, the 
"City of tne French." 


The early pioneers were freely and 


ttrandantly supplied with nil tho ncc- 
tssaries of life and also with inany 
luxuries that are now beyond the 
dreams of affluence. The streams 
•were alive with fish and the woods 
teeming with game. The virgin soil 
responded quickly with .com and 
potatoes. Johnnie Apples had gone 
as a fore-runner, sent by Providence, 
to plant the open spaces with fruit 
trees.
